| Ancient Qlaciers in North Wales.

A correspondent of the London Times di-
reots atlentlon to the interasting proofs of
the former existencsof glaciers in the neigh-
borhood of Conwey, In North Wales, A
member of the Alpine Club some years ago
| aunonnced the alsoovery of moraines aund

other tracts of glaciers on and around Snow-
don. To many travellers, however, Snowdon
is ont gf the way: and those who can make
4 short vigit only to Wales, or who go no
further than the watering places om tho
northwest coast from Rbyl to Llandadno and
| Aber, will be glad to be told that they can
most easily visit a spot supplying the cloarest
| evidence that there was a time, though long
before the dawn ol history, yet geologically
60 recent that the surface of the country and
| the sea level were the same as they now
are, when the valleysof our coast were flled
with glaciers and the hills covered with per-
| petnal snow—when iritain, in fact, had wne
climate now fonnd ou the coasts of Giresn-
lend and Labrador.
Traoces of moraines ara found in the valley
of the Quifyn. This vale is some six or wight
| wiles long, and les \mmeadistely to the norih-
enst of Conway; it Is between two spurs ef
upturned silaran sirata desosnding from Lhe
inland side of Peumoabach, ons of the moan-
taiug of the Hnowdonin range, to neirly the
level of the swa. Oa the wastern rock 14
| built Conway Cuactly; between this and the
eastern ridge is i1ha little bay in which
Stepheuson built his licat tubular bridge. The
| traveller leaving Uocway by the Gnilyn-gats,
| and traciog the little stream uotil bhe comss
to the watermill mnear Guilyn Chuarch,
to the west of the mill-pool, and where
three laues mest, will s¢e a fine sec-
tion of an avciest woraine, the bulk formed
of fine ground-down debris of granite rook,
in which ave irregniarly imbedded waterworn
bouldera, of gizes vai ying from that of a pes to
acart, Narther up o grove of trees is found
on another morau Following the road, ha
will find on either si'a apd in the bed of the
little stresm blocks of stone deeply cut with
parallel grooves and fine soratchiogs. The
grooves and seratehings often at very differeut
angles. Thega can vuly be prodased by the
ice action of placieis. The blocka are often

| found weather-worn auod covered with lichens.

Still bigher up the valley the visitor will ob-
serve, near a farm-honsa called Bryn Donssie,
another mordine, e emallsr hills near,
lying in the centie of the valley, are strewn
with boulders voverci with ice markings. Toe
tops of all these Lills ure rounded olf, aud their
smooth ontlines foru a contiast to the sharp
aud rugged edges ol ihe tops of the flauks of
the valley."”
